The latest communique reported fresh 
hit-and-fly raids by Iraqi bebcopter gnnships 
on Iran’s oil refining city of Abadan, kil l ing 
6 5 Iranian soldiers Saturday morning." Thus 
tiie enemy has lost 282 killed in Khafajiah 
and Abadan," said the Iraqi communique in 
claiming the high est single day Iranian casu- 
alty toll in the 56-day-old war cm the north- 
ern flank of the Gulf. 

It daimed three Iranian navy boats were 
sunk in the Karan River near Abadan by 
rocket-firing helicopter gnnships of the Iraqi 
air force, while Iranian fighter-bombers 
struck at the sontfaernlraqi port rity of Basra, 
Vailing three Iraqis and wounding 11. 

The new front of Susaugerd is^ 141 
kilometers north of Abadan, the besieged 
city that bouses one of the world s largest oil 
refineries and where the heaviest fighting of 
the war flared in the past three weeks. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper/!/ Watan reported 
Iran threatened to bomb oilfields in all 
A rah countries on the Gulf from the air if 
Iraqi forces overran Abadan. 

Al Watan, independent, quoted uniden- 
tified sources dose to the Iranian leadership 
as saying the threat was communicated to all 
Gulf Arab governments by third party . These 
Arab governments informed Iraq of the 
threat, it said. 

“Warplanes of the air force of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran will bombard oflfields 
throughout the region if die Iraqi army does 
not halt its advance on Abadan,” Al Watan 
quoted the Iranian government as threaten- 
ing. Mo official comment was immediately 
available from any government concerned. 

Iran’s official news agency t Pais said 
Susaugerd defenders were patting up a stiff 
resistance against the Iraqi offensive, mflicf- 
. ing “heavy losses and damage on the enemy.” . 

Iran’s Supreme Defense Council, which 
superintends the war effort, met under Presi- 
dent Abolha^san B&ni-Sadr in Tehran Friday 
night' <B>d - spokesman Hojatoleslam Ali 
Khnm^n p^ toT^ Pa rs fflei Susangerd situation 
was particularly discussed in the four-hour

On the diplomatic front, leftist Beirut 
newspaper As Srfir quoted unnamed Arab 
diplomatic sources assaying Iran has shown a 
sign of flexibility toward a peace-making 
effort imdertaken by Oiban ForeignMinister 
Isidore Mahnierca on behalf of the 94 mem- 
bers nonaligned movement 

The newspaper, which is sympathetic to 
Iran’s Islamic revolution, said Iran agreed to 
concede 300 square kilometers in border ter- 
ritory Iraq daimed before the war. 

Iran also offered to dedare a pledge of 
respect to the letter and spirit erf a 1975 bor- 
der demarcation agreement with Iraq if the 
Iraqis agreed to pull out from all war- 
conquered territory in western and south-

Khaied meets 
Pierre Trudeau 

RIYADH, Nov. 15 (SPA) — King Khaied 
Saturday received Canadian Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau who arrived in the country 
Friday. The meeting was attended by Prince 
Abdullah, second deputy premier and com- 
mander of the National Guard, Defense 
Minister Prince Sultan, Special Advisor Dr. 
Rashad Pharaou, Planning Minister Sheikh 
Hisbam Nazer and Deputy Minister of Fore- 
ign Affairs Sbeikh Abdul Rahman Mansouri 

Trudeau was welcomed at the airport by 
Crown Prince Fahd, Prince Abdullah, and 
Prince Salman, the governor of Riyadh and 
other senior officials. He arrived in Jeddah 
from Canada Friday evening. In Jeddah he 
was welcomed by the Governor, Prince 
Majed and other officials. 

This is his first visit to the Kingdom for 
which he was invited two years ago. 

Ambassador William Jenkins described 
the relations between the two countries as 
excellent and “constantly developing." He 
said that Trudeau will talk with government 
leaders about matters of mutual interest and 
will learn about die position of the Kingdom 
with regard to global economic issues before 
the projected conference of the seven indus- 
trialized states. Je nkins said Canada appreci- 
ated the constructive role that the Kingdom 
played in the service of international stability. 
Trudeau is also planning to visit Kuwait and 
Egypt before returning home. 

Iran reduces level 
of ties with Jordan 

KUWAIT. Nov. 15 (AP) — Iran’s Sup- 
reme Defense Counci], the nation’s highest 
executive body, reduced Iran’s diplomatic 
relations with Jordan from embassy to charge 
d’affaires level, Tehran radio reported. 

The broadcast said the decision was a pro- 
test of Jordan’s declarations erf support to 
Iraq in the war against Iran. 
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Revolutionaries take over in Guinea-Bissau 


DAKAR, Nov. 15 (Agencies) — A council 
of the revolution has taken power in the West 
African state of Guinea-Bissau in an appar- 
ent coup d’etat, -according to a broadcast 
Saturday by radio Bissau heard here. In a 
communique read in French, die council cal- 
led ou citizens on “to stay calm and peaceful 
at home and not to go into die streets.” All 
communications between Dakar and Bissau, 
the capital, were cut. 

Radio Bissau said the council led by die 
former Prime Minister Maj. Joao Bernardo 
Vieira, had seized power . The broadcast gave 
no more details. 

Guinea-Bissau, an the coast of West Africa 
between Senegal and Guinea, has a popula- 
tion of fewer than one million people. Its 
independence was recognized by Portugal in 
1974 after an 11 year war against colonial 
rule. It produces rice, coconuts, groundnuts 
and some bauxite, the raw material of 
aluminium. 

A single party, the African Party for die 
Independence of Guinea and cape Verde 
(PAJGQ, has ruled both Guinea-Bissau and 


Cape Verde islands, and has made unification 
of die two countries for acheiving their com- 
mon goals. 

Maj. Vieira had been a member of die 
PAlGC government since independence 
when he became minister of the armed 
forces. A long-standing member erf the 
PAIGC, he had been one of the guerrilla 
leaders who fought the Portuguese array to a 
virtual standstill in die swamps of Guinea- 
Bissau.

Plane crash blamed on pilot’s fault 
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CAIRO, Nov. 15 (AP) — A pant C-141 
U.S. military transport plane flying here for 
the first test of America's Rapid Deployment 
Force crashed near Cairo late Wednesday 
because of a pilot fault, an Egyptian news- 
paper daimed. 

Weekly AthbarEl Yoam said Saturday that 
a prehminaiy investigation “proved” that the 
American pilot was trying to land five 
kilometers away from the landing site 
specified by Egyptian tec h nicians when the 
crash occurred, AH 13 airmen aboard the 
plane, inducting die pilot, were killed in the 
crash. 


A U.S. embassy spokesman has said the 
plane, one of several involved in the deploy- 
ment of 1 ,400 American troops sent here for 
joint exercise mission with the Egyptian air- 
base west of Cairo. 

The newspaper said the investigation also 
proved that no mistake was committed by 
Egyptian ’ technicians in guiding and direct- 
ing the misfortnned aircraft. 

It did not say whether the investigation was 
carried out by the Egyptians, or the Ameri- 
ffam, nr jeandy .AJUtbarElYouat however said 
the plane’s “black box” was flown to the 
United States for examination.

OIC hits U.K. position

JEDDAH, Nov. 15 — The top official of 
the Organization of Islamic Conference 
Saturday questioned Britain's call for the 
Common Market 1 s setting aside any initiative 
for a settlement in the Middle East. 

Secretary General Habib Cham told Arab 
News the declaration Friday by British Fore- 
ign Secretary Lord Carrington “calls, as it 
seems, for a freezing of the situation." That 
stand, Chatti said, is “very grave,” and would 
not help U.S. President-elect Ronald 
Reagan. 

France immediately issued a counter- 
statement in response to Chrringtoa's views, 
published Friday. 

Reagan is new, Chatti pointed out, and be 
wants to approach the Mideast dilemma with 
a new policy. He also needs the support of 
Europe and others. Chatti also said that Bri- 
tain knows better than any other country that 
maintaining the status quo in the Middle East 
would serve neither the cause of peace nor 
Western interests in the region. 

Chatti said he thought Reagan will prove to 
be more efficient than his predecessor, 
“because (President) Carter is known for his 
weakness.” That led to Cartel’s bowing to 
Israel's will, he said. 

Reagan also would like to restore 
America’s strong position in the world, said 
Chatti. And a just solution of the Palestinian 
problem would help bring that about. 

However, he said that others are involved 
in die process, not only Reagan. “We should 
not expect that Reagan (will) solve the 
Mideast issue the way we want,” Chatti said, 
without Arab participation in the process. 

Chatti was. interviewed on his return from 
Paris, where he met with President * oleiy 
Giscard <T Estaing. He said he spoke with 
Giscard “to remind Europe jhrough one of 
the leading EEC (European Economic 
Community) partners of the precedence 
which the Jerusalem and Palestine problem 
should take over, any other issue.” 

He said this was imperative for two 
reasons. First, the Iraqi- Iranian war is over- 
shadowing the Palestinian problem, and sec- 
ond. Europe already has taken a flexible 
Stand in Venice toward the Palestinians’ 
rights. 

Venice was the site of the most recent 
summit of Western powers. 

Chatti said that during the Venice confer- 
ence, the Europeans told the OIC Europe 
couldn't take a firmer stand on the Mideast 
because of the U.S. elections. But European 
nations did promise to act before the Luxem- 
bourg summit Dec. 1-2 this year. 

But the election of a new president promp- 
ted some European leaders to suggest the 
freeze Carrington suggested. That would 
allow the new president to adopt a realistic 
position. 

other EEC members, however, think 
Europe should go ahead on its own according

to its interests, and let Reagan face the situa- 
tion as it develops. 

“Given this state of affairs, it was incum- 
bent upon us (OIC countries) to remind 
Europe that it has its stake in ... a just solution 
to the Palestinian cause," Chatti said. That 
indudes recognition of Palestinian, Arab and 
Muslim rights in the Middle East, he said. 
Otherwise, there will be no peace, no stability 
and no safeguarding Europe's rights in the 
area, Chatti said. 

“So we asked Europe to consider the 
Palestinian problem at the Luxembourg sum- 
mit, in the fight of such realities,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the OIC issued a statement 
Saturday supporting the initiative of UN. 
Secretary General Kurt Waldheim to dis- 
patch Oiaf Palme as his personal envoy to 
Iraq and Iran. The OIC said that it wifi spare 
no effort to help Palme in his mission to 
ensure its success. It added that the UN. is 
die proper framework for the solution of 
problems of this nature, and. the Islamic 
goodwill mission is being carried out in con- 
sultation with Waldheim. 

Chatti also said, the third V^Tic summit 
Scheduled for January in Saudi Arabia would 
be held on time. He said that no Islamic coun- 
try had indicated it was not going to attend, 
and that some had even begun inquiring 
about the summit’ s agenda and other details. 

In another development the Lebanese 
government Friday threw its support behind 
Syria's request for postponement of this 
month’s scheduled Arab summit meeting. 
Lebanon had earlier been listed by host Jor- 
dan as one erf seven states that had already 
registered die names of die delegation it 
would be sending to the scheduled Nov. 25 
meeting. Jordan has said majority of the 
21-members Arab Leaguejwere planning to 
attend. 

But in a note to the Arab League sec- 
retariat in Tbn is. Foreign Minister Fuad But- 
ros said : “ Since die current dimate among 


Arab countries is not conducive to reaching 
agreement on major issues and since this di- 
tnatc leaves no chance for the south Lebanon 
question to be discussed, then the Lebanese 
Republic sees no objectiou to agreeing to 
Syria’s request that the summit conference be 
postponed, hoping efforts wifi be undertaken 
to create the proper climate for agreement 
among Arab League member- stales. " 

Syria called for postponement «t the sum- 
mit last Wednesday, citing the “ deep divi- 
sions " in the Arab world caused by the Iraq- 
lran war. The offidal Syrian News Agency 
has reported that all members of the stead- 
fastness and confrontation front, the hardline 
opponents of the Egyptian- Israeli peace tre- 
aty, have backed Syria's suggestion. The 
front is comprised of Syria. South Yemen, 
Algeria, Libya and the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. The PLO made no announce- 
ment on its position, however. 

Reagan appoints aides 

LOS ANGELES. Nov. 15 (AFP) - U.S. 
President-elect Ronald Reagan s spokesman 
has announced the appointment of Reagan's 
first two White House advisers — Edwin 
Meese, who headed his transition team and 
electoral campaign, and James Baker, a 
former top official in the Gerald Ford 
administration. 

Baker. 51 , will become White House chief 
of staff. He was under-secretary of commerce 
when Ford was president. The White House 
position, currently held by Hamilton Jordan, 
has been enlarged, with Baker to take charge 
of congressional and press relations. He also 
will become a member of the National Seo- 
urity Council. 

Meese. 48, will be secretary general of the 
cabinet — a post which has no equivalent in 
the Carter administration — and the presi- 
dent's personal representative in the 
National Security Council. He also will head 
Reagan's team of dometsic policy advisors.

Ahmad decries communism 


TAIPEI, Nov. 15 (SPA) — Deputy Minis- 
ter of Interior Prince Abmad Friday launched 
a scathing attack against world co mm unism. 

At a dinner banquet given in his honor by 
die Saudi Arabian charge d’affaires in Taipei, 
Prince Ahmad thanked the Chinese for their 
warm welcome and hospitality and again'. . 
lashed out at co mmunism He said it was a 
blessing for China to enjoy such a stable state 
of security despite the great threat it is facing 
from world communism, particularly from 
Communist China 

Nationalist China is a vivid example of 
progress, unlike Communist China which is 
crushed under the yoke of the Communist 
regime, he added. 

Prince Ahmad said that communism is a 
destructive force and is spreading its venom 
and corruption around the worid. He added 
that the Middle East and several other coun- 
tries in various places have suffered a great 
deal and continue to suffer from Communist 
interference in their destiny and affairs. This 
also provides the reason why these countries 
are exposed to backwardness and weakness, 
while their principles and values are 
threatened. But he said, “ Our Islamic faith is 
an impregnable fortress against the destruc- 
tive Marxist ideology in our Arab and Muslim 
sodety, and this is why this society will always 
remain away from Communist influence.” 

The minister urged the countries of “the 
free and developed world” to combine their 
efforts to repel “worid Communist aggres- 
sion” and save “those who fell in to its net.” 

Prince Ahmad said Saudi Arabians believe 
that man's mission in this worid is to do good 
for his fellow human being, and foremost 
among duties toward human rights should be 
to ward off die Red threat whose characteris- 
tics are bloodshed and persecution. 

He again thanked the Chinese president 
for having decorated him with Chin a’ s high- 
est honor. He hailed the strong friendship 
binding the. two countries, which still is 
developing and flourishing. 

Later in the evening, a meeting was held 
between the Saudi Arabian and Chinese 
delegations led respectively by Prince 


Ahmad and China's National Security Chief, 
Gen. Aziz Wang. Discussions dealt with vari- 
ous aspects of security cooperation. 

In addition. Prince Ahmad visited 
Taiwan's General Garrison and was briefed 
on its role by its commander Gen. Wang. He 
then prayed at Taipei" s mosque. He also had 
talks at the mosque with Sheikh Dawood 
Olio, president . of the Islamic Society of 
Nationalist China . 

Sheikh Dawood briefed Prince Ahmad 
about the activities of his society in spreading 
Islam in China and providing education for 
Muslim children. He thanked the people and 
government of Saudi Arabia for assisting the 
sodety. Sheikh Dawood asked Prince 
Ahmad to convey his greetings and best 
wishes to King JChaJed and Crown Prince 
Fahd for their continuous assistance to Mus- 
lims everywhere. 

Islam was introduced to China one 
thousand years ago, but after the Communist 
uprising mosques and Islamic societies were 
dosed, Dawood explained. This turn of 
events caused Muslims to Dee the continent 
and seek refuge with their society in Taiwan. 
According to the People’s China, there were 
over 50 million Muslims in the past. How- 
ever, new statistics by the same government 
show that the number of Muslims now does 
not exceed ten million, be added. 

Thousands of mosques have been dosed in 
Communist China, but Muslims will triumph 
at the end. They now shoulder the great 
responsibility of propagating Islam. Dawood 
said. 

In his reply speech, Prince Ahmad said that 
by extending help to Muslims in China and 
everywhere else, the King of Saudi Arabia, 
who is the servant of the two Harams, is only 
fulfilling his duty. He told the members of the 
society, “ I convey to you the greetings of your 
Muslim brothers in Saudi Arabia. Your 
brothers in the Kingdom pray so that God 
may deliver those who are suffering from 
persecution under die tyrant Co mmunis t 
rule, grant them victory and restore their dig- 
nity by defeating their enemies." 

He reaffirmed that no matter how despotic 


“the enemies of God” become and no mat- 
ter how great they think they are, only those 
who fear God will emerge victorious. “But 
God has ordered us to be patient and peisev- 
erant and remembr Him with awe in what- 
ever we do. 

Therefore, your (die M uslims of Taiwan) 
steadfastness in defending what is right will 
ultimately yield their fruits to Islam and the 
Muslims of China," Ahmad said. 

He thanked the government of The 
Republic of China for enabling Muslims to 
practice Islam in full liberty. This is a gesture 
appreciated by Muslims in all parts of the 
Islamic world, and in Saudi Arabia, in par- 
ticular, he said. And he repeated that “King 
Khaled and your Muslim brothers in Saudi 
Arabia are keen on assisting and supporting 
you, so that you may continue to fulfill your 
mission which consists in raising high the 
banner of God and propagating the eternal 
message of Islam.” Prince Ahmad then gave 
$30,000 to the society to help it in i ts mission. 

Later in the day, Prince Ahmad visited the 
Criminal investigation Bureau in Taipei and 
was briefed by officials on the bureau’s func- 
tions and the part it plays in combating crime. 
He inspected the Police Academy where he 
was received by its commander and senior 
staff officers. The prince also attended a dis- 
play of police investigation techniques.

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JEDDAH, Nov. 15 (SPA) — Recommen- 
dations for tile distribution (rf government 
housing units to limited income people in 
Jeddah have been submitted to Mecca Gov- 
ernor Prince Majed, Jeddah Mayor Muham- 
mad Said Farisi said. 

The recommendations were drawn up by a 
committee whose members include a judge 
and representatives from the Ministry of 
Finance and National Economy. Mayor 
Farisi said one of the recommendations call 
on the new tenants not to alter the interior ctf 
the apartments. 

In another development. Mayor Farisi dis- 
cussed medical care services for future resi- 
dents of the rush housing program in Jeddah 
with Western Region Health Director Dr. 
Abbas Marzouqi here Saturday. Mayor Farisi 
said that the meeting discussed the possibility 
of granting the Western Region Health 
Directorate several housing units that would 
be converted to public dimes. The dimes 
would be supplied with personnel and other 
medical requirements of the health directo- 
rate. 

Mayor Farisi is the chairman of a commit- 
tee Conned specially for the distribution of 
the empty apartments. The SR2 billion Jed- 
dah Towers were completed in July 1979, a 
month before Ogem of the Netherlands 
finished the 1 ,667 apartments in the Dam- 
mam Towers under its SR 1.8 billion contract. 
But while the Dammam complex has yet to 
be connected to electridty, water or roads, 
Jeddah has had all three since last summer. 

Last fall, the Council announced all the 


Program’s apartments — inducting those 
forming in Riyadh under Hanyang’ s SR 1.23 
billion contract — would be sold to their 
future low income Saudi occupants on long 
term, interest free loans. However, much 
urgency there is for the new apartments, and 
while tiie private sector has readily oversup- 
plied middle and upper income housing, low 
income housing has been thought less profit- 
able. And how it seems likely that Jeddah’s 
may not be let until next April. 

By then, work will have ended on the 
14-month installation of two new SR2 mil- 
lion elevators in each building. The lifts were 
ordered earlier this year to complement the 
two already existing in each building. They 
are believed to be intended for sexual segreg- 
ation of lift use on religious grounds. 
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British visit

“I hope to cement the existing good rela- 
tions between Britain and Saudi Arabia, and 
to promote further co-operation in health 
matters," he said. He had confidence in Brit- 
ish health firms, which had expertise and 
experience of working in the Arab worid.

Nov. 15 — Pakistan's 
Foreign Minister Agha Shahi.on behalf of the 
Organization of Islamic Conference, will 
Monday table a draft resolution on the 
Afghan question at the 35thU.N. General 
Assembly session when the world body opens 
debate on one of the most burning issues of the 
cu rr entsessip n . radio Pakistan has reported. 

The draft unanimously approved last 
month by the Islamic group, among other 
things, would have the General Assembly 
request Secretary General Kurt Waldheim to 
appoint a special representative’ for promot- 
ing a political settlement of the situation aris- 

Brezhnev defends 
treaty with Syria 

MOSCOW, Nov. 15 (R) — Soviet Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev has said that a 
Soviet-Syrian friendship treaty signed last 
month contained “not even the shadow of a 
threat” to Third World countries in the Mid- 
dle East. Brezhnev was speaking Friday to a 
session of the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet (parliament), which ratified the treaty 
signed in Moscow last month by President 
Hafez Assad. 

The Soviet leader attacked the Camp 
David peace agreements between Egypt and 
Israel as hostile to the interests of future 
peace and humiliating to the Arabs. 

“The military agreements recently con- 
cluded by the United States with Somalia, 
Oman and some other countries in the Indian 
Ocean area and the Gulf are also motivated 
by evil designs,” Brezhnev said.

tan. 

The principles for such a settlement have 
been outlined in the text which was released 
Friday as the document of the 154-member 
Assembly which called for an immediate 
Soviet withdrawal from Afghanistan last 
January. The draft is broadly based on the 
resolution of the two Conferences of Islamic 
foreign ministers and last January’s U-N. 
resolution. 

Die radio said lobbying efforts at U.N. 
were intensified by rival delegations with 
Soviet block diplomats labeling the flexible 
draft as “anti-Soviet and anti- Afghan ” The 
radio added that members of OIC and the 
nonaligned movement view the draft as a 
serious effort to find a political solution of the 
crisis and feel that it was not directed against 
any specific state. 

The- Islamic group views the Soviet prop- 
osal for direct talks between the puppet Kar- 
mal regime and its neighbors as a design to 
reduce the Afghan problem to a bilateral 
issue and feel that direct negotiations would 
only confer legitimacy to Soviet military pres- 
sure in Afghanistan. 

The draft resolution has addressed an 
appeal for a political settlement to "all parties 
concerned." including the Afghan Mujahe- 
deen engaged in a liberation struggle. The 
Soviets and their allies object to such phrases, 
insis ting that the problem be resolved bet- 
ween the “states” involved. The U.N debate 
is likely to continue for 3-4 days with at least 
50 members to speak before as k i n g for a 
vote . The Islamic group sources are confident 
of an overwhelming vote in favor of the draft 
despite the pressure tactics of the other side, 
the radio said.

KUWAIT, Nov. 1 5 ( AP) — The state sec- 
urity court Saturday sentenced a guard work- 
ing for a Palestinian commando group to 
death and another man to life in prison for 
their conviction on charges arising from the 
bombing of a Kuwaiti newspaper last July. 

Officials said Rouhi Ibrahim Abdul Latif 
Al-Nimer, a 32-year-old Jordanian who 
worked as a guard at the office of Yasser 
Arafat’s Fateh group, was found guilty of 
planting explosives at the printing presses of 
Al -Rax Al -Aam newspaper. 

The bombing killed two persons, injured 
18 and destroyed the presses. 

A second man accused in the case, Wayil 
Latif Hassan, a 21- year-old Jordanian, was 
sentenced to life at hard labor. Hassan is a car 
mechanic. The officials said Jihad Mezyid 
Amin, 36, a major in the Fateh group, was 
found innocent by the court 


TEL AVIV, Nov. 15 (Agencies) — 
Prices rose 11 per cent in October, keep- 
ing Israeli inflation . at about 130 per cent 
for the past year, the government statistics 
bureau has reported. 

The October increase was die highest in 
1 1 months, : and fractionally ,■ higher than 
the most pessimistic predictions put out by 
die finance ministry before the consumer 
price index was announced. 

Statistics bureau chief David Neumann 
said that if monthly inflation remained at 
the 11 per cent mark, annual inflation 
would dimb to 170-180 per cent. The 
main increases during October were in the 
price erf dothes. up 29 per cent fruit 2 1 per 
cent and health services- 12 per cent, the 

bureau said. t n,— 

Economists said Friday that the 

October rise did not take into account 
recent increases in fuel electricity prices. 

Israeli inflation is generally blamed on | 
the government’s refusal in principle to | 
create unemployment for fear of damag- ! 
ing Jewish immigration and national ; 
morale. Israelis are protected from infla- 
tion by a generous cost-of-living allow- 
ance scheme that compensates them for 
some 80 per cent of the inflation rate. 

Opposition Labor Party spokesman 
attacked the government’s economic 
record and called for it to resign. The gov- 
ernment has to go to the country for elec- 
tions by November next year at the latest.

American military man 
assassinated in Turkey 


ANKARA, Nov. 15 (AP) — A U^. sec- 
urity police man at the In dri ik NATO rase 
was cut down in a bail of gunfire as he left his 
home in Adana for work at 6:30 a.m. Satur- 
day. Ms assailants escaped and he died one 
hour later, U.S. officials said. 

The dead serviceman ' became the eigtitn 
American military man to be lulled since 
April 1979. U5. officials did not release the 
dead man's name or military affiliation. 
Other sources said he was William C. Herring 
but his age or branch of the service was not 

Herring was accompanied by another U.S. 
serviceman when two assailants opened fire 
on their car. The second man escaped without 
injury. He was not identified, but American 
officials said both men were in uniform. 

The officials said they were not characteriz- 
ing the attack as the work of terrorists, but 
they said they had not ruled out a terrorist 
motive- 


April 1979. The last American killed was 
Master Chief Petty Officer Sam Novella who 
was gunned down in Istanbul along with his 
Turkish driver last April. 

Two leftist terrorists have since been sen- 
tenced to death for the attack on Novella. 

Before his death, four Americans working 
at a NATO munitions depot were murdered 
at a resort area in Istanbul on Dec. 14, 1979. 

In April 1979 Sgt. Edward Claypool was 
ambushed and killed in Izmir. Turkey’ s third 
largest city. One month later Spec. Thomas 
Mosley was the target of a similar terrorist 
attack in Istanbul. 

All the previous killings had been claimed 
in telephone calls to newspapers by various 
cells of the Turkish People s Liberation Party 
— Front, an umbrella organization of leftists.

Brandt calls on Arabs , Israel 
to start talks on M.E. peace 


MADRID, Nov. 15 (R) — Socialist Inter- 
national President Willy Brandt has called on 
all Arab countries to follow Egypt and open 
talks with Israel to bring peace to the Middle 
East and solve the Palestinian problem. Die 
Palestine Liberation Organization quickly 
criticized the statement which did not men- 
tion the PLO. 

The former West German chancellor told 
Socialist International* s Congress here Fri- 
day “We call on all Arab countries and Israel 
to consider their responsibilities and follow 
the courageous initiative of President Sadat 
by immediately opening talks to reach an 
early solution in agreement with Resolutions 
242 and 338 of the United Nations.” 

The statement was drafted after talks bet- 


ween Brandt, Israeli opposition leader Shi- 
mon Peres, Egyptian Foreign Minister Bout- 
ros Ghali and Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky. 

Congress sources said some member par- 
ties disa greed with the statement and 
regarded it as a step backward from earlier 
stands taken by Socialist International on the 
Middle East. PLO representative Issam Sar- 
taoui later told a news conference his organ- 
ization could not accept or acknowledge any 
statement which did not recognize the right of 
the Palestinians to self-determination, the 
indivisibility of the Palestinian people and the 
PLO as their sole representative.

SaHHam Hussein has been compared with 
Nasser though tiie needs of Egypt which 
threw up Nasser and those of Iraq which have 
brought gwrirlam Hussein to prominence 
were and are, quite different. Egypt, 
exploited arid belittled for centuries, needed 
pride and self respect. Iraq needed order and 

discipline and the reconciliation of its rival 
interest groups. Saddam Hussein differ s from 
Nasser also in tiiat hc was never a soldier. He 
is a theorist and ideologue in whom thought 
and action are finely balanced. He is a man of 
few words and of rare speechs. Pan Arabism 
is one of his principal interests and he sees his 
role as creating in Iraq a safe base for tiie 
pursuing of the Arab struggle in the worid 
generally and a laboratory for carrying out 
model experiments, in Arab social develop- 
ment. 

The first exempt, ‘The Nationalization 
Decree’, gy plawM the steps taken in Iraq in 
June 1972 lo restore to national ownership 
and control tiie pal wealth of the country. 
5varifb>rn Hussein gives the reasons for the 
nationalization of the oil companies as being 
a natural extension of domestic policy 

‘ ... the s tatus of tiie monopolistic com- 
panies and their behavior were contradictory 
to the interests of thecountry. It was essential 
to resolve thiscontradition by gaming control 
of our wealth and the recovery of our full 
rights.’ 

The patterns of natio nalism in the Middle 
East are not so dearly delimited as they are in 
other parts of the world. Iraq has a s ignific a n t 
min ority of Kurds who have always seep, 
themselves as agnation and who have histori- 
cally been striving for autonomy. The pres- 
ence in southern Iran of an Arab national 
entity has caused successive Iraqi administra- 
tions to look wjtb . some sympathy upon a ' 
.degree , of ^jtqpoin^for jts ^own minorities- 


Iran indeed, originates in Iranian interfer- 
ence in relations between Iraqi Kurds and 
their central government Saddam Hussein is 
unequivocal on this issue. ‘The heart of the 
matter is that there is an Iraqi people which is 
our people. It is composed of two principal 
nationalities, the Arabs and the Kurds.’ He 
strongly rejects the measures; for Kurdish 
Autonomy which were mooted in the draft 
law of 1973. Other passages follow on the 
Kurdish question which explain the difficul- 
ties caused by Iranian involvement: . 

A very revealing section of the book is 
devoted to along interview given to Arab and 
foreign journalists. The answers to questions 
on foreign affairs arc especially interesting in 
the light of present conflicts and the re-' 
establishing of better relations with Saudi 
Arabia. Saddam Hussein stresses that both 
internal and external polities ‘stem from the 
doctrines o£our party*. The rupture of rela- 
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tions with the USA ‘is a political matter and 
will continue as long as American policy per- 
sists in the same ways which prompted us to 
sever diplomatic relations.’ 

On relations with tiie Gulf States. * We con- 
firm that we support any attempt to preserve 
the Arabism of the Gulf. It Is incumbent on 
all Gulf States to coordinate their efforts as a 
matter of uigency to preserve the Arabism of 
the region. Hie Iraqi army willl be used in 
defending their soil and sovereignty when it is 
needed because Iraq is part of the Arab 
Homeland.’ 

On relations with the USSR: ‘It is said that 
Iraq is a Soviet colony. We shall never be 
anyone’s colony ’ 

It is extraordinary in the. light of present 
events in the Gulf how much these speeches 
of Saddam, some of which were made sev eral 
years ago, are immediately relevant. ‘Current 
Events in Iraq' is therefore required reading 
for anyone who wishes to understand con- 
temporary Iraqi policies and possible future 
scenarios. 


wi n ni ng elections no longer convinced any- 
one. Rioting in Gujarat unseated toe state 
government and spread to Bihar, and toe 
crusade to topple Mrs. Gandhi began, leading 
to toe Emergency in 1975 and toe beginning 
of her ordeal. 

But now there is no Jayaprakesh Narayan 
to lead and no political opposition to 
respond. Moreover, Mrs. Gandhi has no 
rivals as colleagues to contend with; no pow- 
erful state chief ministers on whom xo test her 
strength. The challenge is not to her as leader, 
but to her ability to govern. 

As expected, toe political society of India is 
sharpening its wits. ‘I am for choas,’ one lady 
said, hitching her sari. She had been talking of 
two possibilities for India: authoritarian Taw 
and order on toe one hand and, on toe other, 
chaos. ‘I am for chaos,' she repeated. 

Conversations like this are not entirely 
serious in India, especially at this time of toe 
year. The summer is over, toe monsoon rains 
have been good and a watery moon is riding 
high. A sudden energy takes over toe Indian 
mind from now until March. I protested, but 
she was firm. ‘I am for chaos.' Maybe she is. 

But does she mean by chaos what I mean, a 
revolution of the masses of Indian people 
which would drive us out of the pleasant sub- 
urban house we are sitting in? I doubt iL I 
think she means political chaos, a breakdown 
of government that would bring in a new 
generation to politicians, consigning Mrs. 
Gandhi and her son's friends, as well as toe 
failed warriors erf toe Janata Party, to toe 
scrapheap. 

She doesn't mean social and economic 
revolution. Hardly anyone in India means 
social and economic revolution. Not even toe 
Communists, I am beginning to believe, 
mean that. 

Let us shift the scene to test another cur- 
rent theme of Indian political society — 
recon cilia non. 

The subject comes and goes, in conversa- 
tion in Bombay, New Delhi and Calcutta, like 
a mosquito in your bedroom. Mrs. Gandhi is 
indisputably on top. Her political opponents 
are indisputably in disarray. So what else is 
there except reconciliation? That is, for us to 
become reconciled to Mrs. Gandhi, and she 
to us. Or rather, toe other way around. She 
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GANDHI : opposition politicians demonstrate before her faB from power 
must make the first move. One or two had that. 


gone over to her already and they were 
scorned. 

I put this to a friend close to Mrs. Gandhi. 
‘Reconcile? With whom?' I mention a name 
and he shows almost uncontainablc con- 
tempt. ‘A twister and a toady!’ Then follows a 
detailed account of toe unfortunate person’s 
behaviour during the Emergency and the 
33-month rule of toe Janata Party. I mention 
another name. ‘Totally corrupt! A scoun- 
drel r 

A remarkable thing has happened in India, 
but it has left a deep bitterness. The remark- 
able thing is that governments have changed 
peacefully, breaking toe drought of one- 
party rule, showing at least on toe surface that 
a big, poor, archetypal Third World country 
could solve toe problem of succession. India 
has not been given toe respect it deserves for 


But the bitterness left by years of impris- 
onment and counter-imprisonment is power- 
ful. It is personal, of course, and why not? To 
be snatched up in the middle of the night or 
beaten or paraded pettily in court is not easily 
forgotten. 

What happened during toe Emergency was 
that the brutality erf Indian life which is usu- 
ally out of sight of political society and 
beyond toe reach of government leaders, 
touched many lives. The dark side of India, its 
prejudices, corruption and cruelty, came to 
the surface, and a glimpse of it left many 
Indians uneasy. Some of the bitterness. I 
think is a residual desire to apportion blame 
for this. But there is another, deeper reason. 

For it is possible that toe problem of suc- 
cession has not, after all, been solved.

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Specter of proletarian revolution haunts Kremlin 


_ MITTERRAND VS. GISCARD 

The struggle within the French Socialist Party over 
who is to represent it in the coming presidential election 
is over. Michel Rocard, the challenger from the party’s 
right wing, conceded to his opponent, party leader and 
veteran presidential campaigner Francois Mitterrand. 
The step is to be made official at the party's general . 
meeting early next year. 

Rocard s withdrawal represents a defeat for the brand 
of socialism he upholds; a socialism more akin to the 
moderate one professed by the German Social Democ- 
rats or the British Labor Party. As it is, the French party 
will remain frithful to its more militant traditions, 
including that of strategic electoral alliances with the 
French Communist Party. 

Mitterrand had already fought two impressive presi- 
dential campaigns. The first was against President De 
Gaulle in 1965 — Mitterrand was 49 at the time — when 
he secured around 45 per cent of the vote. The second 
was against the incumbent in 1974 when he lost by a very 
narrow margin of around four hundred thousand votes. 

The powers of the president under the present French 
constitution are vast and a win by Mitterrand is certain to 
take the country appreciably to the left: There will be no 
tinkering with the existent institutions, as in 
Germmrmany or Britain under their brand of socialism, 
but a radical transformation. This will especially be the 
case if he came to power with Communist backing. 

The forces that wCU be arrayed such a possibility are 
strong. But this time Mitterrand will be able to take 
advantage of the country's deteriorating economic situa- 
tion, for which the electorate might hold the incumbent 
and his prime minis ter responsible. The election will be 
hard fought; and will be anxiously watched by France’s 
allies and friends.

A specter is haunting the Kre mlin- the outbreak 
of p roletarian revolution in Soviet-dominated East- 
ern Europe. In an eerie fashion the ghost of Rosa 
Luxemburg, the great left-wing Polish Marxist 
murdered in an abortive 1919 Communist rising in 
Beilin, is confronting the ghost of VJ. Turnip Lux- 
emburg based her faith in the future of communism 
on the dedication of a spontaneous working das s; 
l^ninput his money on the triumph of a vanguard 
of professional revolutionaries organized in milit- 
ary cadres. 

Indeed, the very word “spontaneous” became 
Leninist-Stalinist blasphemy, punishable by 
The essence of the Leninist-Stalinist tradition was 
the completely organized, disciplined seizure of 
power by a minority in die name of the “pro- 
letariat.” The issue came to a head in the Soviet 
Union in 1922 when the Worker's Opposition was 
suppressed by Lenin, but not before its leader — an 
authentic proletarian revolutionary, Shlyap aiko v 
-=- sardonically congratulated t-min on “being the 
vanguard of a non-existing" proletariat. He was 
later shot. 

Obviously the geriatric crew that runs the Soviet 
Uniop. in the name of the proletariat cannot permit 
the virus of spontaneous proletarian self-defense to 
spread from Poland to its restive neighbors, notably 
Hungary and East Germany (the DDR). Bulgaria is 
practically a component of the USSR, and Roma- 
nian dictatorship — while playing a semi- 
independent game in international relations — is in 
the Stalinist tradition when it comes to internal 
dissent. 

Moscow has picked the Czechs, who have been 
thoroughly purified of heretical notions about 
“Socialism with a Human Face” since the Soviet 


invasion erf 1 968, and the East Germans to lead the 
chorus against Poland. Predictably the Czech rote 
win be largely choral; the partly leadership will 
thunder against “outside agents attempting to 
exploit the legitimate grievances of Che workers for 
anti-socialist purposes’* The East Germans are 
aanchcr matter: they are the enforcers. 

In 1968, for example, the DDR’s leader, veteran 
Stalinist Walter Ulbricbt. was the hit man in the 
attacks on Dobceks liberalization of Czech com- 
munism. Dubcek tried to even die score by broad- 
casting propaganda in German from Radio Bratis- 
lava, but Ulbricht had tire Soviet army behind him. 

Ominously the leadership erf the DDR has been 
pressing die hard line against die Polish trade union 
reforms, and the kind of Marxist- Leninist leaders 
who would let these outrages occur. Erich Hon- 
edeer, tire party leader, announced on Oct. 14, 
‘One tiling is dean Poland is and will remain a 
Socialist country. It belongs inseparably to the 
world of socialism and no one can turn back the 
wheel of history. Together with oar friends in the 
Socialist camp, we will see to that.” 

The East German Communist regime deserves 
some background investigation. To put it bluntly, it 
is meaningless whether Honedrer or Prime Minis- 
ter Wmi Stoph wears hammers and sickles or swas- 
tikas: they are model political gangsters. It was 
Hitler's Foreign Minister Ribbentrop who, cm 
returning with the August, 1939, Nazi-Soviet Pact 
signed mid sealed; informed Hitler be had enjoyed 
himself immensely in Moscow; “It was,” be noted, 
“just like being with old party comrades.” 

When Hitler was defeated in 1945 the Western 
Allies went on a serious de-Nazification campaign 
to eli mina te any significant Nazis from responsible 
positions in the emerging German Federal 


Brazil clashes with Vatican

SAO PAOLO — 

Brazil has dashed head on with the Roman 
Catholic Church by expelling a 33-year-old Italian 
priest. Vita MiracapiUo, for alleged “ political 
activities.” The government daims MiracapiUo’ s 
preaching to peasants on “ lade of freedom, human 
rights, hunger and misery” made him harmful to 
national interests. 

The church insists he was doing no more than 
following Vatican teachings. Church spokesmen 
point out that on his recent via t to Brazil Pope John 
Paul stressed the need for social justice and the 
church’s commitment to the poor. 

The government 1 $ decision to expel MiracapiUo, 
confirmed when the supreme court rejected his 
habeas corpus application, shocked the church 
hierarchy, still basking in tire afterglow of the 
Pope’s visit. 

MiracapiUo, an obscure parish priest in the vil- 
lage of Ribeirao, in Brazil's poorest and most back- 
ward region, had been in the country for five years. 
He gained tire love of tire villagers, and the hatred of 
tiie local landowners, by encouraging peasants and 


sugar-cane cutters to defend their rights. For this he 
was accused of being u Communist and subver- 
sive.” 

Many of the 6,000 foreign priests in Brazil work 
in areas of similar social oonflirt, and church leaders 
fear others might be expelled. 

Landowners have already published a manifesto 
calling for the expulsion of the well-known Spanish 
poet-bishop, Pedro Casaldaliga, a vehement defen- 
der of the peasants and Indians in his huge Matto 
Grosso diocese. 

Not only foreign priest are under attack : a few 
weeks ago a 'Brazilian priest in TeofDo Otorrio, 
lured oat by a false call to visita dying man, was shot 
and badly wounded in an ambush. 

Others have had their houses broken into, and 
recently an army general accused the church of 
harboring” Marxist” bishops. The Sao Paolo Arc- 
hbishop, Cardinal Aids has protested at this new 
wave of persecution. 

Other bishops see the persecution of priests as 
inevitable in a country where the gap between rich 
and poor is huge, and the rich are ruthless in their 
defense of privilege. — (OFNS)

Okaz gave page-one 
pro min ence to Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreiskys reaffirmation that there would be no 
peace in the Middle East without the restoration of 
the Palestinian rights. 

Newspapers commented on a number of topics of 
Arab and international interest ranging from tile 
Arab su mmi t conference and die Canadian pre- 
mier's current visit, to the relations between the two 
superpowers which normally thrive at the expense 


- of other countries. In an editorial on the Amman 
Arab summit conference. Al Ja&rah emphasized 
that it was the duty of every sincere Arab to work 
for unity and solidarity. The paper reiterated that 
the Arab meeting at any level would be a step 
toward clearing the atmosphere, sorting out differ- 
ences and containing any further deterioration in 
Arab relations. 

Commenting on the question of postponement of 
the Arab summit oanference AJ Yam observed that, 
amid the increasing problems and crises, the con- 
vening of the conference has. become a pressing 
necessity to try to remove the causes of dissension. 
Believing in the fact that cooperation provides the 
baas of relations between nations and individuals, 
the paper said, Saudi Arabia and many other coun- 
tries have ceaselessly striven for the realization of 
Arab solidarity. 

Dealing wife the Canadian Premier’s visit. Al 
Riyadh noted fe at, following a period of tension, the 
relations between Saudi Arabia and Canada are in 
good shape at present. The Canadian leader’s visit 
is proof of the continuously improving bilateral 
relations and Canada’s keenness to develop them 

further in view of the mutual interest especially in 
fee area of technology, investment and commerce. 

The paper said that Zionism has tried its utmost 
to jeopardize relations between the Kingdom and 
Canada and to place the latter in an embarrassing 
situation vis-a-vis its friends in the world. The paper 
considered Trudeau’s visit as a “ new stage ” in 


bilateral relations and- hoped his government was 
■ determined to “ fill the previous gap ” in relations 
as soon as possible. 

Expressing concern over the Kuwaiti rocket inci- 
dent, Al Biiad considered it a bad precedent of 
violating the security of a state by another state of 
the same region. The Kingdom has shown deep 
concern over the incident, since any threat to the 
region would tend to create conflicts which would 
benefit only those who wish to see the situation

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. - 

The United States and its Western European 
allies are engaged in a quiet but enormous aid prog- 
ram. in fee form of loans and trade, to ensure that 
the Soviet Union and its bloc can have both guns 
and butter. 

A recent report in The Economist stated that fee 
Eastern bloc collectively now owes Western gov- 
ernments and banks $68 billion in hard-currency 
debts. This is a 400- per cent increase during the last 
five years. Moreover, Eastern debts are projected 
to rise by nearly 50 per cent in the next two years, to 
$100 billion. They may even be greater, if large 
sums are required to further bail out fee Polish 
economy, which would hardly be surprising. 

Despite the extent of the subsidization of Eastern 
economies, there has been no attempt by any West- 
ern government to organize a long-term, unified 
policy among fee democracies on trade and loans 
wife fee East 

The East’s debts are so large that they are absorb- 
ing much of their export earnings. A CIA analysis 
released in June found that fee Soviet Union's 
interest payments equaled 18 per cent of its earn- 
ings from exports to non- Communist nations; 
Poland’s equaled 92 per cent of its earning s East 
Germany’s, 54 per cent; Hungary’s 37 per cent; 
Bulgaria's, 38 per cent; and Romania's and 
Czechoslovakia’s, each 22 percent. Moreover, fee 
only way that fee Eastern countries can reduce their 
trade deficits is to increase exports of products that 
compete directly wife Western industry, such as 
shoes, glass and textiles. 

a early, in light of this economic situation, the 
invasion of Afghanistan and the crisis in Poland, tire 
Western democracies have to sit down and ask 
some hard questions about just who they are belp- 
mg with these loans. For exanqrfe, how much does 
trade with Eastern European benefit fee Russians, 
by freeing them from fee economic problems of 
their clients, and allowing greater Soviet military 
production ? Are there some sectors inwhich there 
should be no trade — such as computers, trucks, 
machine tools ? What level of technology should be 
exported? Does it make sense to bail out inefficient 
East bloc economies as a trade-off far international 
political stability, as in Poland ? In sum, to what

To date, rather than posing searching questions 
about East-West trade, fee democracies have 
encouraged individual businesses to compete far 
trade deals that may profoundly threaten the sec- 
urity of the West. 

The Soviet economy is being strengthened every 
day by the addition erf huge industrial plants con- 
structed by Western firms, incorporating high-level 
technology. Projects worth nearly $2 bill ion will be 
completed in the Soviet Union during fee next three 
years by French and West German businesses. 
These include giant steel mills, aluminum plants, 
smelting and foundry works, methanol and chemi- 
cal plants and an airport 

Furthermore, negotiations are near completion 
for a 3,000-mile $13 billion natural-gas pipeline, to 
be built by a West German consortium, stretching 
from Siberia to Western Europe.

As a result of these trends, there is a dear need 
for America and it sallies to evaluate the long-range 
implications of trade with the East. Yet America 
has done virtually nothing along these lines. The 
embargo on trade wife fee Sonet Union, as a result 
of Afghanistan, is hardly adequate to fee task. It is 
selective, short-term, and increasingly in tatters. Its 
spirit was violated by fee U.S. Senate vote on Sept 
26 to prohibit fee use erf funds to enforce the 
embargo on wheat for fee Soviet Union. This action 
made a mockery of US. protests to Western Euro- 
peans over their own trade deals and diplomatic 
contacts wife Moscow. 

The Senate has given into fee crassest of election 
year traditions, wife little thought to sbort-orkxig- 
tenn foreign-policy goals. Such actions will make it 
impossible to demand embargoes in fee future from 
allies who already regard the current one as naive 
and ineffective. — (NYT)

WASHINGTON, (SNS) — For a man who 
did not walk for a year after suffering shrap- 
nel wounds in both legs during World War I, 
Alfred Eisenstaedt -has had a remarkable 
career — on the run. He is of small stature, 
just four inches over five feet, but he has built 
a towering reputation as a photojoumalist for 
Life magazine. 

Bom in IS 98 to well-to-do German par- 
ents, he was given a camera as a -teenage 
birthday present but soon lost interest. His 
parents? wealth diminished with post- World 
War I inflation, and Eisenstaedt sold buttons 
and belts for a Berlin wholesale firm. Again 
becoming fascinated by photography, he sold 
his first picture in 1927 and two years later, 
became a full-time professional. 

He emigrated from Nazi Germany in 1 935, 
became one of Life ’s original four photo- 
graphers and has remained with the magazine 
through more than four decades. Now in his 
eighties, it would seem appropriate that he be 
addressed formally. “I feel funny if people 
can me Mr. Eisenstaedt,” he protests. 11 Most 
people call me Eisie and a few call me Alfred; 
it doesn’t matter as lo ng as they don’t call me 
Mr. Eisenstaedt.” 

But when Henry Ford asked to be called by 
his first name, Eisenstaedt simply could not 
do that. Ford insisted. "‘It was die first time in 
my life I felt uncomfortable.” Eisenstaedt 
recalls, “and I could more easily call Presi- 
dent Carter Jimmy.” 

“Eisie did not invent photojournalism, but 
it must have been invented for him.” Ralph 
Graves, editorial director of ’lime Inc., says. 
“The pictures and stories and essays and cov- 
ers that he has shot for Life over 44 years are 
so many and so familiar that he. would be 
entitled merely to bask in the afterglow.

Instead, he wakes up every morning wonder- 
ing what pictures he will be able to shoot 
today. That’s why he is still a wonderful 
photographer, not just a famous name.” 

Although he has traveled the world on 
assignment for Life , Eisenstaedt first 
returned to Germany with his camera in 1 979 
and again this year. His German was some- 
what rusty, but his eye was as discerning as 
ever. An exhibition of his work contrasting 
die Germany of the 1930s with that of the 
present is being shown at the Smithsonian’s 
National Museum of American An (formerly 
the National Collection of Fine Arts) through 
Jan. 4 under the sponsorship of United Tech- 
nologies Corporation. These 93 black-and- 
white photographs — historical, poignant 
and humorous — indude as subjects Marlene 
Dietrich and Joseph Goebbels in the 1930s 

and Max Schmeling in both 1931 and 1980. 

A master of candid photography and por- 
traits. Eisenstaedthas a prodigious memory, 
an inquiring mind' a quick step and a deter- 
mination to keep working. In his small win- 
dowfess office in New York, he is surrounded 
by the extraordinary creatively of a lieftime. 
“I’m sitting here like a spider in a web.” he 
says with satisfaction. 

On one wall is a black-and-white photo- 
graph of John F. Kennedy inscribed in 1961 
to “Alfred Eisenstaedt — who makes the 
hard look easy.” This, the official photograph 
for die inauguration, was the result of typical 
Eisenstaedt enterprise. Photographing a 
story on ponds, he found himself near Hyan- 
nisport after the election and suggested to his 
office that he visit the president- elect. “I got 
that picture because of frogs,” he says with a 
grin. 

Ehs 2,500 Life assignments produced 90 
covers. “ When the oldZifr was in existence, it 
was an absolutely fantanstic and very 
glamorous career,” he says today. “We 
photographers really were an elite corps. We 
had entree and we were somebody.” 

Assigned to do a story on Hollywood stars 
in 1 y38. he was given ego-building advice by 
the Life picture editor. "The gist of it,” he 
recalls, “was that I was not to be in awe of 
these movie queens and that I was a long in 
my profession. Because of that, Tm not in 
awe of anyone, whether of king or a president 
or a board chairman.” 

That advice has served him welL His books 
of autographs, begun in 1 934, are a fascinat- 
ing record of the notables of this century — 
Haile Selassie and the Shah of Iran, Shirley 
Temple mid Charlie Chaplin, Lauritz Mel- 
choir and Leopold Stowkowski, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and Ronald Reagan, Rachel 
Carson and Jonas Salk, Laurence Olivier and 
Marlon Brando, Gloria Vanderbilt and 
Henry Kissinger. 

In 1975, Qoris Leach man was exuberant 
when she was added to Eisenstaedt? s gallery. 
“Oh, Alfred.” she wrote, ‘Tve been waiting 
tor you for so long. Tm just happy that you 
have had the chance to practice on so many 


people before me.” 

That he has. In 1932, he “wooed” veg- 
etarian George Bernard Shaw with the best- 
looking bunch of bananas he could find — 
and a portfolio of his work. The tactic was so 
successful that Shaw played the piano for 

h,f &uring a long wait for Winston Churchill at 
his country home, Eisenstaedt was pacified 
with tea and cookies, but then this subject 
gave him a stern lecture. “Young man,” 
Churchill thundered, “I’m a photographer 
mysiK, and that is my wrong side ” 

“In my profession." Eisenstaedt explains, 
“I have to sense on seconds or minutes 
whether or not to call people by their first 
names” Ernest Hemingway asked that he 
called “Papa,” but Eisenstaedt found him a 
very difficult subject when he photographed 
him in Cuba in 1952. Bare-chested and 
boastful of his body the novelist exploded 
when it was suggested that he put on a shirt. 
Then Eisenstaedt, proud of his own lean 
physique, put on a virtuoso performance 
which, remarkably, he can repeat today. Ask- 
ing for a pocket knife, he flexed his biceps and 
dropped die blade onto his rock-hard flesh. 
It bounced off, producing not even a nick. 
“Look a little Papal” an impressed Heming- 
way cried. 

All was reasonably serene until he noticed 
Eisenstaedt shifting his feet to avoid the 33 
cats and two dogs- With a glass in his hand, he 
very slowly approached Eisenstaedt until his 
huge head was only two inches from the 
photographer’s face. “Do you like cats?" he 
asked ominously. “I lied, naturally," Eisens- 
taedt says. “I told him, I love cats but. Papa, 
they move my tripod and change my focus!” 
The animals were banished. 

Although his photographs often reveal a 
subject’s personality and mood, Eisenstaedt 
does not sneak pictures and, almost always, is 
welcomed back as a friend. He has photo- 
graphed Sophia Loren and Carlo Ponti many 
times, and she remains one of his favorites. 
The feeling is mutual. 

When People magazine wanted a photo- 
graph of the Pontis with their children in 
Paris, tiie answer was a firm “no” unless 
Eisenstaedt was assigned. He was greeted 
with the usual kiss on both cheeks. “Come 
right in my bedroom,” Sophia said. "You’ve 
sat on every bed I have." 

Always health-conscious, Eisenstaedt does 
not drink, smoke or take pills. He goes to bed 
early and usually rise by five in the morning. 
On Saturdays, all year round, he drives to 
Long Island’s Jones Beach to walk on the 
sand. 

He enjoys music, and horticulture has been 
a long-time hobby. Years ago, John Hay 
Whitney was showing him his enormous 
greenhouse, and Eisenstaedt suggested that 
several plants would be good for his green- 
house. “Take what you want,"" Whitney 
offered. “How big is your greenhouse?” 
Unabashed, Eisenstaedt said it was 18 inches 


high and 30 inches long — a fish tank. 

“Of all thcLjfe photographers, Eisie is out- 
standing for his generosity in praise of other 
photographers — not a prominent commod- 
ity among actors, photographers or musi- 
cians," Doris O'Neil, curator of vintage 
prints at Time Inc., says. " He' s very generous 
with new photographers and old colleagues, 
and part of his secret of staying young is 
responding to new things." _ 

O’Neil remembers being invited to a lun- 
chcon one recent winter day at Eisenstaedt's 
sister-in-law's and. with New York almost 
immobilized by a snowstorm, she expected 
the date to be cancelled. When Eisenstaedt 
arrived to pick her up, she noticed that his 
eyes were bloodshot. As if it were the most 
normal thing in the world on a bitter day, he 
had been on the roof of a Brooklyn tenement 
photographing the return of homing pigeons. 
“Time and the river go by," she says admir- 
ingly, “but Eisie flows on.” 
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Belgian police end 
school bus takeover 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 15 (Agencies) Police 
overpowered three armed youths who took a 
busload of Belgian schoolchildren hostage 
for several hoars Friday and demanded to 
malfft a radio broadcast on social grievances. 
The hostages. 16 children, a teacher and the 
bus driver, were released unhar med, police 
saicb— 

After negotiations in a parking lot outside 
the Brussels broadcasting center, police 
coaxed die youths into leading the children 
off the bus towards a studio. Specially trained 
police, known as the Dyane Squad, then fired 
two shots into die air and pounced on the 
three, ages 16 to 21. They were apparently 
armed with a rifle and a grenade. 

The men commandeered die bus in the 
small eastern town of Vlelsalm before_9 a jil 
and herded a group of. children aboard at 
gunpoint before police were alertecL A 
teacher climbed aboard, too, to dam his 
pupils’ fears, authorities said. 

Police, who trailed die bus on the 128 km 
trip to Brussels, said it stopped along the way 
children who were expecting to be 
picked -up, eventually 16 students aged 
about 12 to 18 were aboard. Trailing far 
behind as word of the kidnapping spread 


were pickup trucks and a bus carrying the 
frightened parents of Vielsam, a town of 
2,500 people in the Ardennes near the West 
German border. 

In Brussels, the bus parked beside the Bel- 
gian broadcast center wbere the youths 
demanded air time to express their views — 
apparently a protest about unequal distribu- 
tion of wealth. 

Prime minister Wilfried Martens’ cabinet 
met in emergency session and Justice Minis- 
ter Philippe Moureau and Internal Affairs 
Minister Guy Mathot led negotiations at the 
broadcast station. 

Two shots were fired from the bus but no 
one was reported hit and daring the course of 
negotiations the kidnapppers released one 
young girl who apparently was ill. State Pro- 
secutor Francis Poelman said the youths were 
armed with a sawed-off rifle and a box they 
said held a bomb. 

After some eight hours aboard the bus, a 
deal was made for the passengers and kid- 
nappers to leave it The gun-toting kidnap- 
pers, the students, the male teacher and the 
bus driver walked single file into the radio 
building and went up to the fourth floor, 
authorities said. 


S. Korea shuts 24 out of politics 


SEOUL, Nov. 14 (AP) — South Korea 
Saturday announced an additional list of 24 
former politicians and government officials 
to be barred from political activities until July 
1988. 

The government of President Chun Doo- 
Hwan on Wednesday released the names of 
811 who Were to be banned from running for 
elective offices under a special political purge 
law enacted under the new constitution 
adopted last month. 

The 835 politicians and former officials 
will not be allowed to engage in any political 
activity for die next seven and a half years 
unless they are d eared by a special nine- man 
screening committee on petition for review, 
or the president lifts the ban. 

The new list ind tided seven former law- 
makers, six former high government officials, 
five former key members of the Korean Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency, and six others. 

Among former officials were former 
Ambassador to Canada Hahn Byung-ki, who 
is a son-in-law of the late President Park 
Chung-Hee, former Finance Minister Kim 
Yong-Hwan and former Seoul Mayor Yang 
Taik-Shlk. 

Also induded were Kim Jong-Rak, the 
elder brother of former government party 
leader Kim Jong-Pil who was on the original 
purge list, and former lawmaker kim Chin- 
Bong, who once was an aide of Kim Jong-Pil. 

The snpplementa^provisionstof the new 
constitution cn^powered the xnt&Fim legisla-

tive council to enact the special law to punish 
persons considered “conspicuously respons- 
ible for political and social corruption and 
chaos.” 

Besides Kim Jong-Pil, the original purge 
list induded many prominent political figures 
such as former opposition leader Kim 
Young-Sam and dissident leader Kim Dae- 
Jung. Until earlier this year, the three Kims 
were considered most likely presidential can- 
didates for the new elections scheduled for 
early next year. 

Those on the list induded 210 members of 
the 231-seat National Assembly dissolved 
last month when the new constitution went 
into farce, and many other nationally-known 
political figures.

BRUSSELS, Nov. 15 (R) — U.S. Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown has said that the 
midear arsenals of the Soviet Union and the 
United States are evenly matched and will 
continue to be in the mid- 8 Os. 

He told a press conference at the end of a 
two-day meeting of NATO's nudear plan- 
ning group that modernization of the U^. 
forces in the next two years will bring the U.S. 
back into approximate equality in megaton- 
nage. “The trend has been adverse bat parity 
has been preserved and will be preserved in 
the mid-80s,” he said after NATO defense 
ministers issued a communique in which they 
restated their support for further East- West 
negotiations on limitation of nudear arms. 

Brown said the situation will remain the 
same if the limits set by the stiH-unratified 
Strategic Arms Limitations Treaty (SALT- 
U) continue to be observed. If not, it will also 
be posable to keep parity but it trill be modi 
more expensive, he said. 

Brown, who briefed his NATO colleagues 
on the current U^.- Soviet strategic balance, 
said Moscow was continuing to modernize its 
forces. 

The Soviet Union is completing installa- 
tion of the SS-18 and SS-19 intercontinental 
missiles with multiple independently targett- 
able warheads. It is also building new 
submarine-launched ballistic missile and new 
versons of sea flaunched Cruise missiles, as 
well continuing to introduce SS-20 missOes 
and long-range “backfire” bombers. 

As a result, die Soviet Union is dosing the 
gap but still remains behind in total number 
of warheads. Brown said be expected the 
U.S. to remain ahead but not by as much as 
before. 

U.S. Congressman Les Asp in said in June 
that the United States bad more than 9,200 
strategic nudear warheads against about 
6,000 for the Soviet Union.

Welcome for Haitian refugees fizzles 


PORT-AU-PRINCE. Haiti. Nov. 15 ( AP) 
— Haitian Red Cross, immigration and 
public relation officials, anxious to dispel 
reports of brutality against those seeking to 
fW rhi* impoverished Caribbean nation, set 
up an elaborate welcome for the return of a 
gro up of would-be refugees. 

But the Bahamian ship returning the Hai- 
tians was nowhere in sight Sat ur d a y, repor- 
tedly delayed by heavy seas. 

The vessel is carrying 202 Haitians, includ- 
ing 122 men, women and children who spent 
more a month on the deserted Baha- 
mian island of Cayo Lobos where they were 
shipwrecked while trying to sail to Florida. 

Some of the Cayo Lobos refugees d aimed 
they would be beaten if forced to return to 
Haiti, and armed Bahamian police had to use 
night sticks and tear gas to force them off the 
island Tuesday. 

Haiti’s president for life, Jean- Claude 
“Baby Doc” Duvalier, has insisted none of 
the refugees will be punished, and die dock- 
side reception featured stacks of tinned peach 
nectar, boxes of Red Cross supplies, cots for 
the weary or sick and pots of food. About 35 
reporters, most of them American, also 
awaited the refugees' arrival.

Hendrickse refused to comment on how his 
party would react to a government offer of 
voting rights. 

Meanwhile, events appear to be lending

Continued colored unrest has made it clear 
that tiie government must act soon or have no 
hope of gaming the support of coloreds. In 
June, 50 coloreds died in cape province riots 
triggered by a boycott of schools by colored 
children. The protest began with complaints 
about toe inferiority of colored schools, com- 
pared to white facilities. The movement 
quickly expanded to a rejection of South. ^ 
Africa’s apartheid system that forces differ^ 
eat racial groups to live apart and vests all 
political power in whites. 

Coloreds have better jobs, better homes 
and better schools than blacks, but toe col- 
oreds want equal rights- with whites.

WARSAW, Nov. 15 (WP)' — It was stuffy 
lot in toe crowded ball at Poland’s Union erf 
Writers. Every seat, every available inch of 
pace, was occupied by those who had come 
o hear toe poems of Czeslaw Milosz, the 
’olish emigre who was awarded this year’s 
'iobel Prize for Literature. 

An historic event, Polands literati called it, 
u a time when historic, events seem to be 
jappening almost daily somewhere in 
’oland. Milosz, of course, could not be here 
, because he defected to the United States 
"almost 30 years ago from his job as cultural 
attache at toe Polish Embassy in Paris. 

- The presence of television crews gave the 
evening a sort of «JI§ci<f*s8n&tSti‘ JtfthOQgh 
'Milosz is referred to in the 13-volume Polish 
Encydopediia s an enemy of the people’s 
Poland. His poetry bad been largely banned 
from publication here. 

Richard Matuszewslri, former poetry 
:ditor for toe Warsaw publishing house 
Zzytdnik and a friend and contemporary erf 
Vfilosz, told toe audience of trying to assem- 
ble a collection of the poet’s works for publi- 
cation. The intention was to get Milosz, 69, 
nto print in Poland either before he won a 
>IobeI prize or before he died. 

Generally speaking, it is easier for Polish 
emigre artists to receive recognition in 
Poland once they are dead since then they can 
10 longer speak out against toe powers that 
>e here. 

But toe Polish playwright, victor Gom- 
jrowicz, who died in 1969, proved toe ex cep- 
ion. He had left a stumbling block even after 
tis death by instructing his wife to permit 
ratification erf his works in Poland only if he 
memoirs — which contain political state- 
ments unacceptable to Polands Communist 
eadership — would be published first. 

To avoid a repeat of this untenable sima- 
ion with Milosz, it was decided in Polish 
vriting and publishing circles to press for 
>u bli cation of his works before his death. 

The authorities balked. Even last year, 
vfaen there was word that Milosz had been 
lominated for a Nobel, Matuszewslri was 
nformed by toe director of the PI W publish- 
ng firm that permission to print Milosz would 
lot be approved by Jerzy Lukaszewicz, then 
lead of ideology and propaganda in Poland. 

The mention of the name of the dreaded 
onner chief censor drew deep booing from 
-he audience, as Matuszewslri related toe 
itoxy. Lukaszewicz is gone now, discredited 
ind dismissed two months ago in a politbnro 
ihakeup during the middle of the Baltic sea- 
toast strikes. 

On the day Milosz won the Nobel prize, he 
eceived a telegram erf congratulations from 
J oIish President Henryk Jablouslri. The 
Joems and other works are expected to 
ippear soon in officially approved Polish edi- 


tions, lacking only the most political work. 

A in the audience at the writer’s chib 
whispered to one standing next to him, 
“Lukaszewicz is out, Mfloszisin” and smiled, 
as if to say that Polish justice is, after all, now 
as good as any -other. 

Gustav Holoubek, considered by some to 
be Poland's finest actor, read a selection erf 
Milosz’ s poems dating from toe mid- 1 940s to 
toe 1970s. But no matter how emotively 
read, Milosz’s poems are still difficult to 
understand — “complex and erudite, chal- 
lenging and demanding, changing between 
different moods and levels, from elegiac to 
: furious, from .abstract’ to extremely ,cqn-

The poems selected for reading included 
several from the early postwar period: 

“In Warsaw ” in which. Milosz wrestles 
with both toe love and toe mouznfulness be 
feds for Poland. “I didn't want to love like 
this, it wasn't my intention," he writes. *T 
didn’t want to feel so much pity, it wasu’ t my 
intention.” 

. “Campo di Fiori," which is also rich in 
contrasting images of festivity and dying and 
which, in toe end, presents the poet as the 
voice protesting human indifference. 

In addition, several more recent poems 
were recited, including “My Faithful Ton- 
gue,” in which Milosz attacks the Polish lan- 
guage as “toe tongne of toe humiliated, the 
tongue of the unwise mid those hating them- 
selves perhaps more than they bate other 
nations, the tongue of confidents, the tongue 
of the confused.” It is a skeptical, ironic poem 
that tells of- MQosz doubting whether any- 
thing he writes has meaning, but which leaves 
the sense that it does. . 

“We picked toe poems that echoed most in 
ourselves,’' explained Jozef Hen, Polish 
author, vice president of the writers’ union 
and an organizer of toe Milosz poetry read- 
ing. “Milosz has in himself toe Polish sick- 
ness, as wc call it. He is always troubled with 
his Polish rfaie. The unhappiest country, he 
said of Poland once.” 

During his frequent lectures on Milosz, 
especially to young audiences, Matuszewslri 
said he is often asked about the poet’ s politi- 
cal views, about what it was that got Milosz on 
toe official blacklist. 

“I teU them like it is, that they were slightly 
different times back then when great pressure 
was exerted on artists. 

“One of toe great paradoxes of MQosz 
winning toe Nobel prize now,” Matuszewslri 
continued, “is that normally the award opens 
toe way for an author to be published -and 
known around toe world. In toe case of 
MQosz, it is toe oppoate/Now we can know 
him here.” i

WASHINGTON. Nov. 15 (WP) — G. 
Gordon Liddy, toe mastermind of toe Water- 
gate break-in and one of former President 
Richard Nixon's most loyal lieutenants, is 
becoming toe latest and unlikeliest folk hero 
on American college campuses. 

Known as toe “Sphinx of Watergate" 
because he refused far six years to explain his 
role in toe bungled 1972 break-in at Democ- 
ratic National Committee headquarters, 
Liddy is now on toe college lecture circuit 
recuing his version of history and his unique 
— some ' would say . bizarre — personal 
philosophy. 

“It’s incredible” gushes Denny Epstein, 
Lidd/ $ New York agent “He goes to these 
college campuses and draws a full house. 
They start by hissing and booing and at toe 
end. they give him a standing ovation. He 
turns them completely around. They love 
him.” 

During his speed), Liddy paces across the 
stage, coiling his microphone cord in one 
hand, unraveling it with toe other. Dressed in 
a gray suit and wearing spit-shined black 
boots, he speaks in staccato style, interspers- 
ing his dialogue with Tatin phrases and 
quotes from Julius Caesar. 

liddy has given 3 2 speeches since he began 
accepting bookings just over a month ago. He 
is scheduled to speak nearly every night rhU 
month and. Epstein claims, Liddy has a back- 
log of 200 speaking requests. 

At George Washington University and col- 
leges in Rhode Island, Kentucky, Illinois, 
Texas, New York and Nebraska, Liddy is 
besieged with questions from students who 
were only nine and 10 years old when the 
bugging plan he supervised was bungled, set- 
ting the stage for Nixon’s ultimate downfall. 

_ He is asked about his willingness to kill for 
his country, his morals, his loyalty to Nixon, 
toe four years he spent in eight prisons serv- 


ing a commuted 20-year Watergate sentence, 
and his colorful childhood when he baked 
and ate a rat and strapped himself to a uee 
during a lightning storm to overcome his 
fears. 

They also ask for his views on nuclear 
power, the environment, education, Iran and 
even the moral majority. For some, Liddy, is 
a guru. 

“ Mr. Liddy, a lot of people really don’ 1 1 ike 
you, don’ t understand your motives or moti- 
vations or toe things that you' did," a GWU 
student said when Liddy began a question- 
and- answer session after his speech here. 
“ But I think this country owes you everything 
and...” 

The audience applauded so loudly that toe 
last pan of toe student' s question could not 
be heard. 

“1 know you mean wefl," Liddy quickly 
responded, ‘'but I disagree with you. This 
country owes me nothing. I owe the country 
every minute erf toe day, I owe this country.-” 

Liddy too was engulfed by whistles, cheers 
and loud applause. 

A few nights later in Omaha, a Creighton 
University student prefaced his question by 
saying, “I'm one of the people who admire 
and like you.” 

The crowd of about 500, most of them 
students, dapped and cheered. 

“He’s just so intelligent,” said Jane Kopp, 
a sophomore at Creighton, a Jesuit-run 
school with 5,600 students. 

“Before 1 heard him, I figured he was a 
psycho,” Amy Jurcyk, another Creighton 
sophomore, said, “but he is really fascinating 
and he expresses himself so well.” 

“He is just so pro-American, such a 
super-patriot, that you have to admire him 
even if you disagree,” Aaron Dewald, who 
was with Kqpp and Jurcyk, interjected. 

One Creighton student described Liddy as

a “modern John Wayne.” 

When Liddy first walked onto toe stage at 
the Omaha Civic Center music hall, about a 
dozen people booed and one student, wear- 
ing a Richard Nixon mask, called Liddy an 
obscenity. 

Outside, three students protested Liddy* s 
appearance. They were angry because part of 
their school fees were used to pay Liddy's 
$3,250 fee. They carried placards which said: 
“Don't Support Crooks,”’ Creighton Uni- 
versity also was not happy about Uddy. The 
student- faculty administrator committee that 
chooses speakers had rejected Liddy’s 
appearance, so toe student government 
decided on its own to sponsor Liddy at toe 
downtown arena the same night as the 
Carter- Reagan presidential debate.

Despite that cool reception from Creigh- 
ton officials and some hecklers, toe audience 
applauded loudly when Liddy finished his 
performance, and about 40 students gave him 
a standing ovation. 

“His reception here (GWU) really sur- 
prised me” Will Schladt, editor of toe law 
school's newspaper, said. “1 grew up in 
Washington, read what was going on (during 
Watergate) and followed Liddy’s career. “I 
just can’t believe he was so warmly received 
and applauded. Maybe toe students really 
don't know what he did."

raised in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (Agencies)— 
Tbe U5. Federal Reserve Board Friday 
raised to 12 per cent the interest rate it 
charges to member banks. Hie increase is 
expected to cause member banks to raise 
their own interest rates. In addition to raising 
the rate from 1 1 per cent, the board imposed 
a surcharge of 2 percentage points for large 
banks that are frequent borrowers from die 
federal reserve. 

“These actions, which are effective Mon- 
day, were taken in view of the current level of 
short- term interest rates and die recent, rapid 
growth in (money supply) and bank credit,” 
the board said. 

A rising money supply and heavy credit 
fuel inflation which currently is planning at a 
12.7 per cent annual rate. The discount rate 
was raised in late September — from 10 per 
cent to 11 per cent — for similar reasons six of 
the board's seven members voted for the twin

Motocross fans will be interested to know 
that an inter-dty event against Riyadh is a 
possibility for the near future. The next LG. 
meet is scheduled for February.

Flimsy foot fails top NBA eager again 




By Bill Walton's Left Foot 
As Told to Scott Ostier 









. LOS ANGELES, Nov. 15 (LAT) — BUI 
\ Walton and I have been inseparable -since 
1 952 , when we were bom together, but if s no 
.^secret that we haven’t been getting along too 
h M ' -well the last couple of yean. I feel that Bili 
^ has kind of stepped on me, and he mam tains 
. "V that I haven’ t supported him in the manner to 
Vr \ which he had become accustomed. 

,k ' % One tiling is sure: If BUI and I don’t get our 

1 S^,act together, together, real soon, he won’l'be 
worth his weight in crunchy granola to his 
J^Veain, the San Diego Clippers. He has played 
anly 14 games the last two seasons since I was 
fractured in 1978. 

Since so much is riding on my health this 
season, I think this is a good time to step 
forward, so to speak, and let everyone know 
how I fed deep inside. I’ve gathered some 
information from Bin and from a lot of doc- 
tors which might help you to understand 
Bill's problems. 

Just recently I was examined by a panel of 
five doctors. The attention was flatering, 
iince us feet aren’t used to being in the 
imelight. BilTs right foot has been kidding 
ne about how he expects to see me naked on 
he cover of Sports Illustrated. 

The paneP s conclusions were encouraging, 
iccording to Dr. Tony Daly. He is Bill's main 
ioctor now, an orthopedic surgeon and 
n ember of the International Olympic Cbm- 
nittee Medical Commission. He’s the one 
)ut the panel together. He says all five doc- 
ors seem relatively confident that Bill and I 
ire ready to get back, on the old hardwood. 

T m skeptical, but I have been feeling pretty 
;ood. BilT s been putting me in some new “oil 
ihaes” that he’ll be wearing. The bottom of 
be shoe contains little pockets of oil that 
Ibsorb shock. 

That’s been the main problem aU along. 


that Tm just not built to absorb shock very 
well. Actually I think there was a screwup at 
the factory. A foot like me, with an almost 
freakishly high arch, belongs on a skinny 
piano player or certified public accountant, 
not on a 230-pound basketball player. 

But there are no refunds or exchanges, so 
we’re trying to make the best of the situation. 
Since he re- re- re- injured me last season. Bill 
has been working hard to develop my 
strength and flexibility. Now he says: 

‘Tve been doing real good for almost three 
months now. Tve been real active, with only a 


surgery to remove a wedge of bone from my 
first metatarsal, the Jong bone behind my big 
toe, which would raise the bone and bring it 
to the level of the other four metatarsal 
bones. He has written to Bill suggesting the 
surgery, but Bill doesn’t answer die letters. 

Bin says, “The surgeries they (doctors) are 
talking about are all very major. I don’t know 
of anyone who has had surgery that major 
and still played m the NBA." 

And Daly has testified in court that my 
congenita! condition would be “a very dif-

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minimum amount of discomfort. Tm doing 
infinitely better than at any time since I 
injured the foot in the spring of ’78. If s really 
fun to be active again I really think I can 

play again. I can’t say if Tm 90 per cent or 95 

per cent or whatever. There are just too many 
intangibles. But I feet good, a lot better than 
last year.” 

I should hope so. Last year we played in all 
of 14 games. In fact; in six NBA seasons, 
we’ve played in '223- regular season games 
and sat out 269. 

You could make a pretty good case for 
labeling Bill injury-prone. In his five years 
with the Trail Blazers he had five broken 
noses, three broken fingers, done spurs on 
both anldes, a broken foot (me), a broken leg, 
two broken wrists, several knee operations 
and surgery to repair a nerve problem in his 
other foot. One day, during an off-season, he 
cracked a toe on a lawn sprinkler, then art an 

eye and injured a leg while riding back from 
the hospital in his jeep. 

In high, school he had a broken ankle, 
broken leg, four or five different broken 
bones in me and my partner, and knee 
surgery. At UCLA he suffered fn6m ten- 
dinitis in the knees, and hurt his bade 

So you can probably see why alot of people 
aren’ t betting heavily on Bill to come up with 
a Steve Garvey-type iron-man season. A 
specialist in athletic foot injuries. Dr. Steve 
Su bo truck of Hayward, is among the pessim- 
ists. 

“He won’t make it through the season.” 
Subotnick says. “He’s a wonderful person, 
with incredible desire, but he’ll get injured 
unless Jhe only plays about one quarter of 
every game. He's so tough and aggressive 
that he’ll get hurt because he’ll push himself 
to the limit.” 

Subotnick says be thinks my only hope is 


tion could “easily lead to the end of Walton’s 
basketball career." 

Whew! Who do we believe? 

Subotnick says that Walton has done me a 
disservice by dragging me around to practi- 
cally every foot doctor listed in the Yellow 
Pages. I stopped counting long ao, but Bill 
says we’ve been to well over 25 doctors in the 
last few years. 

In addition we’ve tried soaking me at the 
Healing Waters resort ia Arizona, rubbing 
me with DMSO (a purported wonder drug) 
and subjecting me to naprapathy (a drugless 
treatment) and acupuncture. He was advised 
to eat more fish, then to eat less fish. 

We thought we might have a big break- 
through last December when we were 
examined by Dr. Paul Saltman (Ph. D-), a 
professor of biology (and a biochemical nut- 
ritionist) at UC San Diego. Saltman says Bill 
is the first known case of true manganese 
deficiency in a human. 

“The condition of manganese deficiency is 
well known in lab animals and farm animals,” 
Saltman says. “It has long been characterized 
by swollen and a chin g joints, bone deforma- 
tion and brittle bones.” 

He says, “ All I can tell you is his ( Walton's) 
bones are fragile, heal slowly and seemed to 
be riightly porous." 

The doc gave Bill two different drinks to 
take to overcome the deficiency of trace ele- 
ments and to build his bones. During the six 
months be drank the stuff (Bill says it tasted 
awful), Saltman took four tests and says, 
“With each, the blood manganese showed 
increase. It was by no means up to normal, 
but the trace elements had made significant 
changes.” 

Saltman isn’t sure whether BilTs veg- 
etarian diet has anything to do with the condi- 
tion. He wants to do more testing on BUI — 
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“He could make a big difference in medical 
histoiy, literally,” Saltman says — but Bill 
slopped drinking the drinks about a month 
ago, and hasn't been returning Saltman’s 
phone calls. 

Bill has been under Daly's care for about 
18 months. Naturally Daly can't make any 
definite statements about my chances of stay- 
ing healthy. But 1 have to blush modestly 
when Dr. Daly tells people I look better than 
he’s ever seen me. 

“When he (Walton) first came to me," 
Daly says, “his foot was crinkled up. really 
atrophic. He’d been in a cast most of seven 
months. He essentially had no functioning 
musdes in his foot." 

Daly instructed Bill to build me back up 
with a series of exercises, and basically the 
only recommendation that came out of the 
panel discussion was for Bill and me to do 
more of the same. 

We’ve been running on a trampoline, 
swimming, riding a bike, walking and running 
in soft sand, and Fve been doing flexibUity 
and strength exercises, like picking up mar- 
bles and doing toe curls. Tm becoming the 
Arnold Schwarzenegger erf feet. 

But I want to be more than just a pretty 
foot, and Tm still a little concerned about 
whafs going on inside me. My super-higb 
arch is what's known as cams foot, and Sub- 
otnick says I have a “very unusual, difficult 
foot problem, one of the worst to treat for a 
basketball player.” 

We feet may look simple, but don't be 
fooled. Each of us contains 28 bones and 1 09 
separate ligaments creating 36 joints. Not to 
mention 19 musdes and the tendons of 12 
more musdes situated in the leg. That's a lot 
of things can be out of alignment. 

Daly points out that every foot is subjected 
to three to five times the total body weight 
with each strike of the heel, and with Bill if s 
doser to five. 

Someone pointed out my problem to Bill 
when we were in high school, but nothing was 
done. Surgery at the time might have pre- 
vented all my current problems. 

I was injured in march of ’78, but the Blaz- 
ers were having lots of injury problems then, 
so Bill continued to play on me. During the 
playoffs I was shot with painkilling drugs and 
soon thereafter the fracture was discovered. 

We sat out the '78-79 season waiting for 
me to mend. Everyone figured I was fine last 
year, but in a preseason game against the 
Lakers I suffered another stress fracture in 
the same bone. Bill tried to get back on the 
court about midseason, but in march I suf- 
fered what was diagnosed as a stress reaction, 
which precedes a stress fracture, and was out 
for the season. 
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DISABLED?; Basketball star Bin Walton sits on the floor and runs through his stretching 
exercises before an exhibition game earlier this year. The San Diego Clippers, who are 
now playing without Walton, have Gled a $12.5 million law suit claimin g that Walton is 
“permanently and totally disabled.” Walton has a history of injuries, and over the past 
couple of years has had serious and recurring problems with his left foot. 



Ask Bill why he heals so slowly and he says, 
“I don’t really know. I haven’t figured that 
one out myself." 

But he also says: “Iq my opinion, the 
reason I was out so long was the shabby 
treatment I received id Portland. The reason 
it’s taken SO long goes back to my days in 
Portland. They said, ‘nothing's wrong with it. 
just take these (pain killing) shots and go out 
and play.' You do that on a broken foot, 
there's a tremendous amount of recovery to 
do." 

Bill will no doubt make this same point 
when his lawsuit against the Trail Blazers 
goes to court. He is suing for mistreatment of 


me, which he says resulted in permanent 
damage. The Blazers say Bill took the shots 
willingly, after being counseled about the 
possible effects. 

I don't know whether or not I got lousy 
care from the Blazers, but Subotnick says that 
when 1 came to him, just before the playoffs 
in *7S, the left leg and 1 were “ incredibly 
weak." 

We' re hoping now that my weakness was a 
significant cause of my problems, and that my 
new strength will protea me. 

I do feel strong, but I don' t know if Til last 
for five minutes or five years. I've got my toes 
crossed.

Gang indictment published 




Poles arrest organizer 
of freedom demonstration 


PEKING, Nov. 15 (R) — Co mmunis t 
China Saturday published part of the india- 
ment against die so-called Gang of Four radi- 
cal leaders, accusing them of plotting to 
assassinate the late Chairman Mao Tse-Tung 
and stage a coup. 

Publication of the indictment, which con- 
tained 48 specific charges against the four, 
was a prelude to their trial expected to start 
within the next few days. The date of the trial 
has not been announced but it could start as 
early as Monday. 

The indictment, which was served last 
Monday, names 16 people, including Mao’s 
widow Jiang Qing, as the principal defen- 
dants. Six defendants are dead. 

Officials said criminal charges would not 
be pressed against the dead defendants. The 
living defendants have been charged with 
committing “four major crimes." Framing 
and persecuting party and state leaders and 
plotting to overthrow the political power of 
the dictatorship of the proletariat; persecut- 
ing and suppressing large numbers of offici als 
and ordinary people; Plotting to assassinate 
Mao and stage a counter-revolutionary coup 
d’etat; and plotting an armed rebellion in 
Shanghai. 

It was not dear from the wording of the 
.statement whether Jiang Qing and the three 
''other Gang members, Zhang Chunqiao, Yao 
.Wenyuan and Wang Hungwen, were 
induded in the last two major charges of plot- 
ting to assassinate Mao and armed rebellion. 

The Peking Daily Saturday quoted a senior 
lawyer, Zhang Youyu, as saying that the 
defendants could face the death penalty. 

The indictment lists a “series of crimes" 
against a number of Communist Party and 
state leaders induding the late head of state 
Liu Shaoqi, the late Prime Minister Chou

Enlai, the late Marshal Zhu De, known as the 
father of the people's Liberation Army, and 
the present party vice-chairman, Deng Xia- 
oping. 

The trial is to be held before a special court 
set up under the supreme court There can be 
no appeal against its verdict. 

Once the trial starts, it will be split into two 
parts, with one section hearing the charges 
against the five dvilians — the Gang of Four 
and Mao’s one-time secretary, Chen Boda — 
and the other considering the charges against 
the five former military officers. 

The officers are the former armed force 
chief of staff, Huang Yongsheng, former Air 
Force Commander Wu Faxian, former navy 
political commissar Li Euopeng, former 


Deptuy Chief of Staff Qi u Huizuo, and Jiang 
Teugliao, a former air force general who is 
.reported to have headed the special intellig- 
ence agency of defense minister Lin Biao. 

Lin Biao has been accused of heading the 
1971 assassination and coup plot against 
Mao. Lin, togehter with his wife Ye Qun and 
son Lin Lguo, and senior air force political 
officer Zhuo Yudtti, are all named posthum- 
ously in the indictment. 

The four are offidally reported to have 
died in an air crash in Mongolia while fleeing 
the country after the failure of the 1971 coup 
attempt Also named posthumously in the 
indictment are China's secret police chief 
Kang Sheng, who died in 1975, and police 
chief Xie Fuzhi, who died in 1971 . 


Clash on Afghanistan Madrid meet opener 


MADRID. Nov. 15 (R) - East and West 
dashed over Afghanistan and Human rights 
at the European Security Conference Satur- 
day in a dear signal of heated debate ahead in 
die coming weeks. 

With Portugal and Spain insisting that the 
Soviet Union’s military intervention in 
A f g h a ni sta n and its effect on detente had to 
be examined, Bulgaria said it would ded- 
sively reject efforts to introduce the 
“artificially- created question.’ The Western 


view was given implicit backing by Austrian 
Foreign Minister Willibald Pahr. one of the 
senior neutral delegates, who said the Soviet 
intervention had damaged East- West rela- 
tions. 

The four delegates were speaking on the 
last day of public addresses to the meeting, 
which only Friday was rescued from possible 
collapse when compromise was reached on 
an agenda.

U.S. undaunted by Iran’s silence 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 15 (Agencies) — 
The United States reply to four Iranian con- 
ditions for the release of the 52 American 
hostages has gone unanswered for more than 
a week, but State Department officials Friday 
still refused to show either optimism or dis- 
couragement. 

“ It is much early to use words like setback 
or disappointment, " one State Department 
spokesman said. “ We are still awaiting the 
Iranian government’s reaction. ” 

The State Department has declined to dis- 
close the contents of its response to the Ira- 
nian demands, which were : A guarantee of 
non- interference, either direct or indirect, 
military or civilian, in Iranian affairs; a prom- 
ise to drop aQ U.S. claims against Iran; the 
{release of more than $8 billion in Iranian 
assets frozen in U.S. banks; and the return of 
the wealth of the late Shah. 

The latter two demands appeared die most 
difficult to satisfy, although several State 
Department officials said they were encour- 
aged by a San Francisco federal judge’s deci- 
sion Friday to suspend hearings in his court 
on legal claims against Iran's frozen assets. 
The State Department suggested such a move 
on all 260 such claims throughout the country 
as early as last summer. 


“ We don’t know whether this silence is a 
good or a bad sign,” said one high State 
Department official. “ But this waiting 
period must be particularly difficult for the 
hostages’ families. ” 

The official warned that any trial of the 
hostages would have “ grave consequences ” 
for Iran. 

Iranian officials were expected to resume 
their assessment Saturday of Washington’s 
response. Executive Affairs Minister Behzad 
Nabavi , who heads a special group to monitor 
U.S. compliance with the conditions, 
returned to Tehran Friday night from a 24- 
hour trip to the Gulf war zone, clearing the 
way for further deliberation on the problem. 

Iranian leaders, torn between an apparent 
desire to end the year-old hostage crisis 
quickly and the need to secure concrete con- 
cessions from the United States, are clearly 
giving the matter deep thought. Nabavf s visit 
to the war-tom province of Khuzestan with 
Prime Minister Muhammad Ali Rajai was 
seen as demonstrating that Iran will not let 
the hostages take priority over the war with 
Iraq. 

An official spokesman said Nabavi was 
scheduled to hold an important meeting but 
declined to confirm that this concerned the 


difference between the Western and Com- 
munist countries over the direction the con- 
ference should take and the main themes on 
which it should focus. 

Portuguese delegate Rui Medina said 
Soviet efforts to “crush the resistance of an 
Islamic people,” in Afghanistan violated the 
United Nations charter and the final act of 
the 1975 security conference in Helsinki 
which formally launched East- West detente 
in Europe. 

Medina said reasons put forward by some 
states for limiting movement of people, espe-’ 
dally in family reunification cases, as well as 
restrictions of free exchange of information 
could not be accepted. 

Only a full examination of how the 35 
states which signed the Helsinki final act had 
implemented their pledges could dear the 
way for new moves toward detente, he 
declared. 

Spanish Foreign Minister Jose Pedro Perez 
LJorca said the “mflitaiy occupation of 
Afghanistan, now lasting for almost a year, is 
most serious attack against the political 
commitments made in Helsinki on peace and 
security." 

“Our nations do not want to see the peace 
of silence and coercion, but in the peace of 
freedom," Perez LJorca declared, and every 
state had a duty to insist that human rights be 
observed everywhere in the Helsinki signat- 
ory countries. 

Bulgarian Foreign Minister M. Ivanov 
argued that Western insistence on raising 
human rights and Afghanistan reflected 
efforts by some forces to resurrect the cold 
war. “Arbitrarily distorting facts and interfer- 
ing in the treaty relationships of sovereign 
states, certain delegates here have again 
begun to blow np in a tendentious manner the 
so-called Afghan question," Ivanov said. 


WARSAW, Nov. 15 (Agencies) — The 
organizer of a mass demonstration on the 
anniversary of Poland’s post- World War I 
restoration has ; been arrested on charges of 
insulting the state, dissident sources said 
Saturday. 

The sources said Wojdech Zie mb inski, 55 , 
was picked up Thursday, two days after the 
demonstration. They said he was charged 
with publicly insulting the people's Poland, 
using prist media to insult the state and 
membership in a conspiratorial organization. 
He could receive up to 10 years imprison- 
ment on the second charge. Maximum sen- 
tences on the others range from 5 to 8 years. 

In addition to Ziembin&ki, the sources said 
police detained three of his associates in War- 
saw and two others in Lublin. All five were 
questioned and released, the sources said. 

Ziembinslri has for several years organized 
ceremonies on Nov. I 1 in commemoration of 
the restoration of the Polish state at the end 
of World Wax I. This year’s ceremony was the 
largest in years, attracting between 10,000 
and 15,000 people, and was highlighted by 
chants for a free Poland. 

The Nov. 11 anniversary is not officially 
celebrated in Poland. The Communist gov- 
ernment commemorates July 22, the 
anniversary of the establishment of the first 
Communist regime in Poland in 1944. 

Meanwhile, pressure mounted Friday for 
the removal of a controversial district gover- 
nor who threatened to use force earlier this 
week to block a strike planned by the largest 
independent trade union. 

A spokesman for the union Solidarity said 
representatives of some 200 factories and 
enterprises in the Czesttchowa area had cal- 
led on the government to fire Gov. Miroslaw 
Wierzbidri. The spokesman said worker rep- 
resentatives had passed their demand to 
Jozef Grygiel the local party secretary and 
chairman of the natural council chapter. 

“Everyone is fed up with his style of run- 
ning bis office,” the spokesman said by tele- 
phone from Czestochowa. “Workers from 
the whole area don’t want to deal with him." 

The flap in the southwestern religious and 
industrial center began last Monday when 
Wierzbidri reportedly told local factory man- 
agers to do all in their power to block a strike 
planned by Solidarity. 

By contract, a two-hour meeting Friday 
between Polish Communist Party Hist Sec- 
retary Stanislaw Kama and Solidarity Union 
leader Lech Walesa was seen by Walesa as 
leading to “constructive solutions” to tension 
throughout the country. 

However, describing the discussions as 
“firm, hard and dear,” Walesa said there was 
“tension everywhere” in Poland. If action to 
reduce the unrest were not taken, he added, 
tiie independent trade union federation 
would resort to “solidarity actions,” or 
strikes. 

Neither Walesa nor Kama detailed, the 


talks, but Kama said the two discussed “par- 
ticipation of the union in die country's 
development,” according to the Polish news 
agency PAP. Walesa listed the union's 
remaining problems, PAP added. 

Zyde Warszawy. a major Warsaw daily, 
launched an unprecedented diatribe against 
tiie application of the doctrine of the Com- 
munist Party’s leading role in national affairs. 
The commentary, by Wojdech La men to w- 
icz, a professor at tiie university-level insti- 
tute for party officials, denounced “the arbit- 
rary and conspiratorial style that the 
apparatchiki and the higher-ups have 
imposed on tiie rank and file of the party.” 

That, attitude, Lamentowicz wrote, had 
created a popular “crisis of confidence” 
toward the party. Its reference to its leading 
role in the 1976 amendment to the constitu- 
tion did not increase its nationwide influence 
he said. 

Police snare 
ace swindler 

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP) — A man 
wanted in at least 10 countries for swindles 
totaling $70 mini on was arrested as he had 
breakfast in an expensive Manhattan 
restaurant, the state attorney general 
reported. 

Waiting for Eduardo Rabie in a restaurant 
at 153 E. 53rd St. was a Mexican heiress 
whom Rabie allegedly bilked out of 
$144,500. Authorities identified tiie alleged 
victim as Susana del Mazo, 32, of a Mexican 
banking family. Rabie allegedly persauded 
her to invest the money in a non-existent 
meat company and fast-food franchises in 
California. 

Awaiting Rabie outside tiie restaurant 
were Robert Nigue and Walter Peters, state 
troopers assigned to the office of State Attor- 
ney General Robert Abrams. 

Although the alleged flim-flam artist iden- 
tified himself as Rabie and gave his age as 48, 
investigators said he has used at least a dozen 
aliases and five different ages ranging from 
44 to 52. He has claimed at various times to 
be a native of Baghdad, Cairo and Israel and 
has used passports from Uruguay and Eng- 
land, they said. 

Investigators' said inteipol, the interna- 
tional police information, agency, notified 
Abrams’ office that Rabie also was wanted in 
France, Switzerland, Iran, Argentina, 
Canada, Australia, Uruguay, Paraguay, 
Monaco and California for frauds dating bade 
to 1966. 

Rabie has been sentenced in absentia in 
Rome to seven years in prison, has been con- 
victed in Monaco, has jumped baiLin Canada, 
and there is a warrant for his arrest in Los 
Angeles.
